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PREFACE 


This  directory  is  the  sixth  in  a  series  compiled  by 
the  National  Referral  Center  under  the  general 
title  A  Directory  of  Information  Resources  in  the 
United  States.  The  first  of  four  scheduled  revisions 
of  earlier  volumes  in  the  series,  the  present  volume 
updates  and  extends  the  physical  sciences  and 
engineering  coverage  of  a  directory  published  in 
1965  under  the  subtitle  Physical  Sciences,  Bio- 
logical Sciences,  Engineering,  Material  on  the 
biological  sciences  will  be  presented  in  a  separate 
volume.  These  revisions  are  being  supported  by 
the  National  Science  Foundation.  Previous 
directories  and  scheduled  revisions  are  hsted 
on  the  inside  fronj  cover. 

A  new  automated  system  developed  by  the 
Information  Systems  Office  of  the  Library  of 
Congress  has  been  utilized  in  preparing  this 
directory.  The  system  is  being  designed  to  provide 
a  generalized  capability  for  photocomposing  from 
any  data  base  in  the  Machine-Readable  Cataloging 
(MARC)  format  developed  by  the  Library  for  the 
^national  and  international  exchange  of  bibliographic 
data.  Even  though  the  directories  are  not 
bibliographic  in  nature,  this  new  and  more  respon- 
sive method  was  dopted  for  the  series  to  reduce 
the  time  lag  between  compilation  and  printing. 

Because  this  volume  is  the  first  publication 
produced  by  the  hew  system,  substantial  delays 
were  encountered  as  part  of  the  developmental 
effort;  it  is  expected  that  timeliness  will  be  sig- 
nificantly improved  in  subsequent  directories. 
Certain  peculiarities  in  format  associated  with 
the  transition  to  electronic  composition  may  also 
be  noted,  including  occasional  breaks  between 
headings  and  text,  awkward  hyphenations,  and 


improper  correspondence  between  lunning  heads 
and  textual  matter.  It  is  hoped  thaTthe  improved 
currency  and  frequency  of  the  series  will  more 
than  compensate  for  any  inconvenience  caused  by 
these  temporary  inconsistencies  in  format. 

Entries  in  the  directory  are  based  on  a  register 
of  information  resources  that  has  been  continuously 
expanded  since  the  center  was  established  in  1962. 
The  approximately  fourfold  increase  in  the 
coverage  of  the  present  directory  over  that  pub- 
lished in  1965  reflects  the  growth  of  the  register 
during  the  intervening  years.  To  ensure  textual 
accuracy,  each  entry  was  submitted  to  the  organiza- 
tion covered.  The  entries  are  alphabetically 
arranged  and,  to  permit  simultaneous  computer 
preparation  of  the  subject  index,  sequentially 
numbered.  The  index  itself  is  keyed  to  these 
numbers  rather  than  to  page  numbers. 

Various  changes  in  the  structure  of  the  Federal 
■Government  were  taking  place  as  the  directory 
was  being  compiled.  Several  existing  agencies 
were  consolidated,  for  example,  to  form  the 
National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administra- 
tion and  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency. 
Since  the  full  effects  of  these  changes  were  still 
unclear,  no  attempt  was  made  to  reflect  such 
reorganizations  in  this  volume. 

Comments,  criticisms,  and  suggestions  for 
improving  the  center's  directories  are  welcome  and 
should  be  directed  to  the  Library  of  Congress, 
Science  and  Technology  Division,  National 
Referral  Center,  10  First  Street  SE.,  Washington, 
D.C.  20540.
